The repairer gave him another to 
use until his own was finished. Ev- 
ery day for a number of days I had 
to go to the repairer for Mr. Frank 
and tell him their watch was no 
good. I finally found he hadn't 
wound it, but couldn’t convince him 
that was the trouble. 

“After his automobile accident, he 
was highly nervous, unstable, un- 
strung. He took another trip short- 
ly after to Canada, then to Bos- 
ton. That last trip was too much 
for him.” 

“Did Mr. Frank show signs of be- 
ing vacillating or easily influenced, 
or was he fixed in his opinions as 
before?” Gentry asked. 

“T think he was easily influenced 
or he wouldn’t have done some of 
the things he did,” the witness 
said. “At luncheon, he would in- 
sist that his physician, myself and 
his maid who was also his chauf- 
feur, would have lunch with him.

AT POINCARE'S FUNERAL 


President Lebrun Leads Cortege | 


From Pantheon to Notre 
Dame Cathedral. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 20.—Raymond Poin- 
care, France’s War President and 
post-war stabilizer of the franc, 
was given the funeral of a national! 
hero today. 

The body was taken on a gun 
carriage from the Pantheon to 
Notre Dame Cathedral with full 
military honors. 

President Lebrun, just returned 
from the funeral of the assassinat- 
ed King Alexander of Yugoslavia, 
led the cortege behind the flag- 
covered casket. It moved through 
the foggy streets for a mile be- 
tween a double wall of armed men 
from the Pantheon to the cathe- 
dral. There Cardinal Binet, Arch- 
bishop of Besancon, gave absolu- 
tion. 

From the cathedral the casket 
was taken to a waiting hearse 
which began the journey to Nancy. 
From there it will go to the village 
of Nubecourt, where Poincare will 
be buried in the soil of his native 
Lorraine. 

Premier Doumergue delivered a 
eulogy from the crepe-covered ros- 
trum facing the high catafalque in 
the Pantheon peristyle. Massed 
troops stood an guard. Incense 
wreathed the casket. 

On one side were the widow, the 
family, and friends and on the oth- 
er the Cabinet and diplomatic corps 
incliding Ambassador Jesse _ I. 
Straus of the United States. 

Doumergue, whom Poincaré 
called as Premier just before the 
war and who brought Poincare back 
to power to save the franc, spoke 
of the “Four years of agonies and 
hopes” and the subsequent three 
years when Poincare labored so 
that he was “the executioner of his 
own body.” 

The Premier also told how, in the 
January and February riots of this 
year, Poincare wrote to him at his 
country home and talked with him 
in Paris. “When I first took pow- 
er,” said Doumergue, “the first 
telegram of encouragement was his. 
I keep it religiously.” 

Then, raising his voice and his 
tear-stained face, Doumergue said, 
as though in prayer: “What a help 
if his great voice still could warn 
us, guide us and convince us.” 

He concluded with his head bow- 
ed, saying: “To his memory which 
will remain among the glories of 
our history, there goes a_ tribute 
of admiration and gratitude of a 
nation, unanimous in its grief.” 

When he ceased speaking, martial 
music began.

6:36. 

A minute later two other Ameri- 
cans, John H. Wright and John Po- 
lando, started. 

At 6:48 all of the planes had made 
successful takeoffs and the race 
half-way around the globe was un- 
der way. 

Col. James C. Fitzmaurice of Ire- 
land withdrew his machine because 
he did not want to meke changes 
required of him which would re- 
duce his flying range. He told the 
Associated Press he would prob- 
ably take off tomorrow in an at- 
tempt to set a record for the flight 
to Melbourne. 

The crowds fringed the airport 
for miles around and were so far 
flung that officials made no at- 
tempt to estimate the number of 
spectators.

The transaction chiefly ques- 
tioned by O’Rell was a series of 
transfers of $4,160,354 in cash from 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad to 
the Missouri Pacific Transporta- 
tion Co., a subsidiary. This took 
place in October, November and 
December of 1930. 

The transportation company, the 
audit shows, thereupon purchased 
23,500 shares of Missouri Pacific 
preferred for a total of $2,353,860, 
11,300 shares of Missouri Pacific 
common for $463,945, and adjust- 
ment mortgage bonds of the In- 
ternational Great Northern Rail- 
road in the total of $1,342,529. The 
par value of the Great Northern 
bonds at the time was $2,095,000. 

Less than two years later, on 
‘Aug. 8, these shares and bonds 
were sold by the transportation 
company to the Missouri Improve- 
ment Co., another affiliate, for $3,- 
616,036. They had cost an aggre- 
gate of $4,160,334.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Oct. 20.— 


Bruno Richard Hauptmann was a 
prisoner in the Hunterdon County 
jail today, after losing his appeal 
to the Appellate Division of the 
New York Supreme Court to pre- 
vent his extradition to face trial 
for the murder of the kidnaped 
Lindbergh baby. The German car- 
penter was brought to Flemington 
and placed last night, a few hours 


after the New York court’s decision. 

New Jersey authorities intend to 
try Hauptmann within a month. 
The first step will be his arraign- 
ment, which Attorney-General Da- 
vid T. Wilentz said would be held 
before Supreme Court Justice Thom- 
as W. Trenchard, probably in three 
or four days. 

The decision which ended Haupt- 
mann’s fight against extradition 
was handed down last night by five 
justices of the Appellate Division 
who upheld Justice Ernest E. L. 
Hammer of Bronx County in refus- 
ing to grant a writ of habeas cor- 
pus after Gov. Lehman of New 
York had signed extradition papers. 

New Alibi Evidence Rejected. 

Before the opinion was handed 
down, James M. Fawcett, Haupt- 
mann’s attorney, had sought to in- 
troduce new evidence to show that 
Hauptmann was in New York the 
day of the kidnaping and succeed- 
ing days. Fawcett offered an af- 
fidavit by Joseph M. Furcht that 
Hauptmann had worked for him 
at an apartment hotel on March lI, 
1932, and on succeeding days.

Appeals for “Aggressive Action” in Messages

Requests for “aggressive action” 
to bring to justice the three men 
who made the murderous assault 
on Prosecuting, Attorney Anderson 
of St. Louis County on Oct. 9 were 


sent to Federal, State, county and 
city officials today by the St. Louis 
Bar Association. 

In the meantime, the fund being 
raised by the association for a re- 
ward for information leading to 
conviction of the prosecutor's as- 
sailants reached $1244.50 today. 

A special committee of the as- 
sociation reported Tuesday that An- 
derson, w.o is in serious condition 
at County Hospital, was the victim 
of a “deliberate and premeditated 
attack.” The Executive Commit- 
tee, approving this report, decided 
to make the request for aid from 
the various official agencies and 
to raise the reward fund. 

Appeal Sent to Cummings. 

The appeals for action were ad- 
dressed to Attorney-General Cum- 
mings of the United States, Gov. 
Park, Attorney-General McKittrick 
of Missouri, Sheriff Deuser of St. 
Louis County, Circuit Attorney Mill 
er of the city and the city Police 
Board. The letters, signed by Ken- 
neth Teasdale, president of the as- 
sociation, and James J. Seeley, sec- 
retary, were mailed this morning. 

Accompanied by copies of the 
special committee’s detailed report 
on its investigation, the letters 
called formal attention to the case, 
and urged the officials addressed to 
aid in investigating the assault and 
convicting the assailants. The let- 
ters to the Governor and McKit- 
trick noted that these officials al- 
ready had expressed willingness to 
help, through the press.

poration and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission clear the main 
lines. 

Commenting on the recent un- 
scheduled visit of O. P. Van Swer- 
ingen to his office recently, Chair- 
man Jesse H. Jones of the RFC 
said yesterday that while the time 
was not yet ripe for Missouri Pa- 
cific reorganization steps should 
be taken to consider the plans the 
Van Sweringens, O. P. and M. J., 
had worked ..t. Ue said that they 
expected to present their plans for- 
mally to the RFC within the next 
few weeks. 

It is known that the railroad ex- 
perts of the RFC have been study- 
ing the Missouri Pacific system, 
both its physical properties and its 
financial records, for the last two 
months. The Van Sweringens, who 
made their first money in Cleveland 
real estate, then launched into a 
railroad business which finally 
brought them the aid of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., have been working on 
a reorganization plan since the 
Missouri Pacific went into trus- 
teeship in 1933.. It was the first 
railroad to take advantage of the 
new legislation permitting a _ rail- 
road to go into a modified form of 
receivership.

This pledge of liquid assets puts 
the RFC at the front of the queue 
of Missouri Pacific creditors.

The NRA’s Failure. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T should be pretty well agreed by now 

that the NRA completely failed to ac- 

complish its objectives. Lest we forget, 
the objectives were: 
1—To increase purchasing power by 
establishing minimum wages. 
2—To revive business through such in- 
creased purchasing power. 
3—To decrease unemployment through 
the revival of business resulting from 
the increased purchasing power. 

To insure that the goal would be ob- 
tained, several long-needed reforms were 
instituted, such as the maximum work- 

ing week and the partial abolition of 

child iabor. 

To deny that a good deal of courage 
was exhibited by the administration in 
passing the NIRA would be unjust. But 
that the act was doomed to failure from 
its inception should have been apparent 
even to the Brain Trust. As long as 
business is based on the competitive prof- 
it system, it became incumbent on the 
owners of industry, as a matter of finan- 
cial self-preservation, to do everything 
within the law to hold down their costs. 
The first move made was the substitu- 
tion of the latest labor-saving devices for 
obsolete or semi-obsolete machinery. The 
second move was a reduction of wages, 
among workers receiving more than the 
minimum wage. This, of course, result- 
ed, in many industries, in the minimum 
wage becoming the maximum. 

But even these measures failed to hold 
production cost down to a point where 
no increase in price of goods resulted. 
Many marufacturers also seized upon the 
NIRA as an excuse to raise their prices, 
and so any increase in purchasing power 
that might have resulted from the es- 
tablishment of a minimum wage was 
nullified. 

That the competitive system, shackled 
to a certain extent by NRA, should pro- 
duce the chiseler was obvious. But out- 
side of many threats to “crack down” 

on chiselers, about the only victims of 
the punitive safeguards of NRA were a 
pants-presser and a woman who made 
artificial flowers at home. The big 
chiselers who flouted fhe minimum wage 
agreements, by subterfuge or defiance, 
went scot free. 

As the conditions in industry stand to- 
day, child labor is again being used; the 
sweatshop is again rearing its inhuman 
head, the bottom has dropped out of 
wage scales in non-unionized fields, and 
purchasing power expressed in the terms 
of the volume of commodities that can 
be bought has actually decreased. 

Have we learned anything from this 
tragic lesson? Well, one question should 
be settled now in the dullest mind. As 
long as the consumer exercises no con- 
trol over retail prices, any increase in 
wages can be offset by the increased 
price of the commodities we must have 
in order to sustain life. Furthermore, as 
long as the manufacturer who produces 
the cheapest can sell the most, there can 
be no certainty that the workers in in- 
dustry will receive enough in wages to 
maintain even the minimum standard 
of decency and health. Costs of raw ma- 
terials are very much the same to all 
manufacturers; the only place where 
they can get the best of each other is 
through wages, which are governed al- 
most entirely by the number of unem- 
ployed available to take the place of the 
employed, at a lower wage. The fac- 
tory, mill or mine owner is caught in 
the same vicious circle as the rest of us. 
If he does not resort to any and all tac- 
tics to drive down costs, or monopolize 
his particular field, he signs his finan- 
cial doom. 

And so we produce a jungle people liv- 
ing in a jungle that we have the temerity 
to call “civilization.” The only alterna- 
tive is the elimination of the profit mo- 
tive, establishing in its stead a “produc- 
tion for use” economy. All other issues 
are secondary to this one.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE just finished reading “Other 

People’s Money,” the work of one of 
the ablest and most profound minds in 
America. Justice Brandeis has been more 
than prophet and guide. He has been 
more inspiring than any other mind of 
our time, and one cannot read this work 
and be ungrateful for the wisdom and 
leadership embodied in its pages, writ- 
ten 20 years ago.

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PRIVATE BUSINESS AND THE AUDITORIUM. 


Should the new Municipal Auditorium, built with 

bond issue funds and operating free of taxation, 
compete on a commercial basis with privately owned 
local theaters? That is the issue which has been 
raised by the contract recently signed by the city 
renting the Auditorium for a series of performances 
of the Ziegfeld Follies beginning Nov. 4. The contract 
cannot now be abrogated without subjecting the city 
to the possibility of a damage suit, but local theater 
men are demanding that the city refrain in the fu- 
ture from entering a field which they contend be- 
longs to them. 
Mayor Dickmann defends the booking of the Follies 
on the ground of his understanding that the man- 
agement would not agree to bring the revue to St. 
Louis unless it could obtain the Auditorium. How- 
ever, for many years the Follies has been pro- 
duced here in private theaters and, at the present 
time, its management could have rented any one of 
several private theaters which are dark. 
In a letter to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, the Chamber of Commerce said it believed 
that the voters in 1923, when the bond issue was 
authorized, thought the Auditorium would be used 
for such things as symphony concerts, grand opera, 
the Veiled Prophet’s ball, exhibitions of various 
kinds, automobile shows, political and other conven- 
tions, military and political gatherings. In other 
words, the intention was not to supplant existing 
places of entertainment, but to supplement them with 
a place for events of civic or semi-civic character. 
Thus, though the Symphony Orchestra had been 
housed in a private theater, no objection was made 
when this great cultural influence, whose existence 
is partly made possible by private subsidy, was 
moved to the Municipal Auditorium. 
We agree with the private theater men that an 
injustice has been done to them in booking the Fol- 
lies. We believe that the city henceforth should refrain 
from such competition with legitimate private busi- 
ness. The city’s policy should be to admit to the 
Auditorium only enterprises which, by their nature, 
transcend the purely commercial character of such 
entertainments as the Follies.

Milwaukee’s Good Traffic Record 


Rigid enforcement, not better laws than elsewhere, gives Wisconsin city its low figures 
in auto deaths and accidents, writer says; “fixing” of tickets virtually unknown, 
while comparison shows many cases are dropped in Chicago; other aids to safety 
in Milwaukee are traffic court broadcasts, drivers’ school and schoolboy patrols. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. 

ILWAUKEE has fewer traffic deaths 
M and accidents than other large cities 

because of one outstanding fact. Its 
traffic code is enforced. Motorists in Mil- 
waukee realize that if they are given a 
ticket for a traffic law violation, there is 
scant chance of getting the ticket “fixed.” 
For that reason, they drive carefully and 
try to avoid getting a ticket. 

Milwaukee doesn’t have a good safety 
record because of any superiority in its traf- 
fic laws. The traffic code is modeled after 
a standard municipal code which has been 
adopted in most large cities. 

A comparison between enforcement in 
Milwaukee and Chicago illustrates why Mil- 
waukee has a good safety record and Chi- 
cago has not. So far this year, out of 23,- 
638 traffic arrests in Milwaukee, only 332 
have failed to reach court. These 332 were 
withdrawn by the police for some cause, 
after a reasonable explanation of the viola- 
tion has been given. Among the 332 cases 
are the few cases which have been “fixed.” 
There are only three members of the Mil- 
waukee police force—Capt. Hugo Gohlen, of 
the traffic department; Inspector John 
Bauschek and Chief J. G. Laubenheimer— 
who can permit the dropping of a charge 
before a: case reaches court. In Chicago, 
in the first four .aonths of 1934, there were 
23,758 parking tickets issued in the down- 
town district and 19,852 never reached court. 
In other words, about 19,000 were “fixed.” 

Contrary to the general rule, the Police 
Department in Milwaukee is subjected to lit- 
tle political pressure. Chief Laubenheimer 
operates his department as he thinks it 
should be run, regardless of what the po- 
litical boys in the City Hall might think. 
Such a thing as an Alderman “getting a 
policeman’s job” is unheard of here, 

~ ~~ * 

City officials in Milwaukee have learned 
that the citizens won’t tolerate the granting 
of special favors to friends of officials. When 
anyone is caught getting special favors, 
such an outburst of public disapproval re- 
sults that the responsible officials scurry 
to cover. 

Most Aldermen here who are approached 
by their constituents seeking dismissal of 
a traffic charge have a stock answer. They 
say there is nothing they can do, and the 
negotiations usually stop right there. 

The attitude of the public is an impor- 
tant factor in keeping down traffic acci- 
dents, according to Dr. Basil L. Corbett, 
executive secretary of the Milwaukee Safe- 
ty Commission. 

“For the last two years,” said Dr. Cor- 
bett, “our weekly radio broadcasts from 
the District Court have awakened in the 
minds of the listeners a consciousness of 
the fact that they must drive carefully and 
intelligently, The traffic cases are broad- 
cast at 11 a. m. every Thursday, when house- 
wives are at home. Asa result of the broad- 
casts, they have become competent back-seat 
drivers. Now if they see their husbands 
violate a traffic rule, they tell them about 
the fine that so-and-so got for doing the 
same thing just last week.” 

Business firms having a large number of 
truck drivers on their pay rolis usually 
group their drivers around an office radio 
during the traffic broadcasts. The broad-

women’s club meetings. The Safety Com- 
mission distributes digests of the safety 
code to all listeners who request them, and 
questions are answered over the air. 

The Safety Commission conducts a com- 
mercial vehicle drivers’ school each year. 
There has been an attendance of 3000 driv- 
ers at each session. There are five sessions 
a year. Business firms insist that their 
drivers attend the school so that they can 
hear expert discussions by traffic engineers 
brought to Milwaukee from other cities. 
Each person who attends the five classes 
gets a card certificate. Whenever a truck 
driver applies for a job, he must display 
his card certificate from the drivers’ school. 
Otherwise, he doesn’t get a job. 

Milwaukee now has the largest drivers’ 
school in the country. It has been in oper- 
ation eight years. One firm reported that 
it had cut down accidents by 25 per cent as 
the result of the drivers’ school. This firm 
operates a court of its own in connection 
with the school. Whenever one of the 
firm’s drivers has an accident, he is tried 
in this court, and he may be laid off or 
discharged in the event of an adverse de- 
cision.

Milwaukee has no spasmodic safety weeks, 
Dr. Corbett explains. Every week is safe- 
ty week. The Safety Commission occasion- 
ally sponsors brake-testing campaigns, when 
certain streets are set aside for the free 
testing of brakes and headlights. 

Just now, the courts and police are co- 
operating in a campaign to punish motorists 
who are driving more than 15 miles an hour 
in the vicinity of schools while school is in 
session. Many motorists who, during the 
summer, have been driving past schools at 
30 miles an hour, have continued to do s0, 
with accidents to school children resulting. 

Nine years ago, 13 Milwaukee children 
were killed going to and from school. The 
Safety Commission made “safety cadets” 
out of 4000 children in the upper grades, 
and since then, there have been practically 
no fatalities in the school zones. 

The traffic committee of the Safety Com- 
mission 4s constantly checking traffic haz- 
ards. If an Alderman wants a stop light put 
in at a certain intersection, or if his con- 
stituents want a certain through highway 
rerouted, the whole problem is thrown in 
the lap of the traffic committee. If the 
Alderman says No and the traffic commit- 
tee says Yes, it is the Alderman who loses 
the argument. Only once in seven years 
has the traffic committee been overruled by 
the Common Council.

Relief Funds In Picture. 

The amount of Federal and State 
funds in direct relief which have 
gone into the district, and which 
are now going in at a greater rate 
than the average for the past two 
years, enters quite certainly into the 
political situation, and into the cal- 
culations of the politicians in esti- 
mating the vote. 

In a total district population of 
299,490, approximately 21,000 per- 
sons are on direct relief, or 7 per 
cent. In two years $1,710,060.83 has 
been paid out in direct relief, and 
payments now are at the rate of 
about $95,000 a month. While not 
all those on relief will vote the 
Democratic ticket, Democratic poli- 
ticians say they believe most of 
them will, and Republican poli- 
ticians say they fear they will.

Examination tv Fill Vacancies 
Likely to Be Held Within 
Next Month. 

An examinatiun to fill 10 vacan- 
cies in the Fire Department will be 
held, probably within the next 
month, George B. Tracy, secretary 
of the Efficiency Board, announced 
today. So far, 3000 applicants are 
listed. 

Application blanks will be given 
out beginning next Tuesday and 
will be received until Nov. 3. The 
examination wiil start some time 
after Nov. 3 at a date not yet de- 
termined, and will continue until 
all applicants have been examined. 

Applicants must be between the 
ages of 21 and 35, must be citizens 
of the United States, and residents 
of St. Louis for the last two years. 
They must be at least 5 feet 7 inches 
tall and for that height must weigh 
between 140 and 175 pounds, and 
they must be not more than 6 feet 
3 inches tall, for which height they 
must weigh not less than 180 
pounds or more than 220. 

In addition to receiving a rigid 
physical examination each accepted 
applicant must write a 200-word re- 
port, describing a fire. For the 
first six months of service a pri- 
vate in the department is paid $140 
a month; after that, $180 a month.

Secretary of Interior Refers 
to ‘‘Lugubrious Senator” 
and Attacks Mellon as 
Responsible for Crash.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 20. — 


Secretary of the Interior Harold S. 
Ickes last night spoke in the Penn- 
sylvania political campaign, declar- 
ing that the “New Deal” was the 
only issue. 

He said the Republican party no 
longer was the “party of Abraham 
Lincoln, devoted to the welfare of 
the average man and woman,” but 
one in which “wealth and special 
privilege are its chief concern.” 

H? turned on Andrew W. Mellon, 


former Secretary of the Treasury 
and for years a stalwart of Repub- 
licanism in Pennsylvania and 
charged: 

“He was one of those chiefly re- 
sponsible for the crash of 1929... 
and one of the largest contributors 
to the slush fund that has served to 
lubricate the political machine that 
has made possible the reactionary 
Republican majority in this State.” 

Attack on Senator Reed. 

Of Senator David A. Reed, critic 
of New Deal policies, whom he 
termed “the lugubrious Senator 
Reed,” Ickes said: 

“With mourning band on the left 
arm and a bit of extra crape for a 
hatband, he loves to go from place 
to place bemoaning the loss of 
liberties of rich clents whom he 
assumes to be people and lugubri- 
ously predicting early fall of the 
Republic since it no longer is in 
the safe and possessive grasp of 
Mr. Mellon and his associates.” 

“This State, that is so dear to all 
of us, (Ickes was born in Penn- 
sylvania) has stood out among all 
other states, as an example of an 


| exploiting minority fattening upon 


the miseries and oppressions of a 
great, but helpless people. 
“Slaves, or at least semi-slaves 


of a cruel industrialism, workmen 


have suffered political slavery also. 
... 1 am personally familiar with 
one community where as _ fine 
citizens as can be found anywhere 
in the land have been held beneath 
the cruel heel of a great corpora- 
tion. 

“No feudal village in the darkest 
part of the middle ages was ever 
more dependent upon the whim of 
its feudal lord than are these. sup- 
posedly free Americans upon the 
caprice of their industrial lord. 
They would tremble with fear at 
the mere suggestion of a mass meet- 
ing to consider their wrongs and 
to demand redress for them.” 

Ickes said there are men who ex- 
press a “hypocritical concern that 
the American people are being de- 
prived of their liberties by this ad- 
ministration.” 

“Some of these gentlemen are 
members of the ‘Liberty League,’ 
he added. “I would like to know 
which one of them has ever pro- 
tested the corrupt political prac- 
tices that have been exposed in this 
state on more than one occasion?” 

Winding up his speech before the 
Hungry Club, a non-partisan for- 
um, Ickes said: 

“To my way of thinking, the New 
Deal is entitled to a vote of confi- 
dence at the coming election. That 
is the only issue involved.”

GIVEN IN MODERNIZED VERSION 


Mrs. Roosevelt in Audience at Pro- 
duction of Philadelphia Orches- 
tra Association.

AST OF REBEL BANDS 


Soldiers’ Successful. Campaign 
in Asturias Puts End to , 
15-Day Revolt. |

MADRID, Oct. 20.—Minister of 
War Diego Hidalgo yesterday an¢ 
nounced the army had occupied the 
last rebel strongholds in Asturias, 
ending Spain’s extremist revolu< 
tion which lasted 15 days and 
caused heavy life and property 
loss. 
The towns of Mieres, Ujo, Sama 
and -Langreo, last to hold out 
against the mopping-up campaign o£ 
Gen. Ochoa, surrendered. 

With the exception of the short¢ 
lived revolt of Catalonia Province 
where separatists took advantage 
of a nationwide general strike tq 
declare a short-lived independence, 
most of the fighting in the last twa 
weeks has been concentrated in the. 
Socialist stronghold of Asturias in 
Northern Spain. Its capital, Oviedo, 
which was a thriving city of 70, 
000, now is partly in ruins. 

Premier Alejandro Lerroux said 
he would send a war vessel to As- 
turias to be converted into a prisv 
on ship, since the jails there over- 
flowed with rebel prisoners. 

The captives, he said, were be- 
ing treated “humanely.” The Prime 
Minister conferred with his Minq' 
ister of Justice, Rafael Aizpun,, 
turning over to him documents pre-, 
scribing death penalties for several 
leaders of the uprising. The cases, 
will be reviewed by the Suprema 
Court.

“The loss of time, which they 
virtually donated to the Govern- 
ment: the interruption of their ca- 
reers, the loss of their priority, and 
the decrease in their earning power 
in thousands of instances due _ to 
disability, have permanently _ Set 
them back of the average citizen. 

“Less than 10 per cent of the 
Legion membership has ever re- 
ceived any benefits from the Gov- 
ernment for disabilities. .., Certain- 
ly these men are in a class’ by 
themselves, separate and apart from 
the ordniary citizenry and are en- 
titled to every protection a grateful 
Government can give them. 


Rank and File Committee Says 
Speech Was Evasive.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. — A 
statement issued by the Veterans’ 
National Rank and File, Committee 
jiast night said the President in his 
Roanoke speech used the “oft re- 
peated slander of the National 
Economy League that the veterans 
consider themselves a special priv- 
ileged class.”

U, S. FARM EXPORTS GAIN 
IN VALUE, LOSE IN VOLUME 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Reflecting a 
rise in commodity prices, United States ex- 
ports of agricultural products were valued 
at $787,259,000 during the year ended June 
30, 1934, compared with $589,653,000 dur- 
ing 1933. That represents a gain of 34 
per cent and also an increase over 1931-32. 

But the volume index of exports stood at 
83, the lowest since 1909-10. There was 
a decrease in the export volume of a num- 
ber of leading farm products, such as cot- 
ton, lard, wheat, wheat flour, fresh apples 
and most of the vegetable oils. Meats and 
leaf tobacco made the best showing, re- 
cording considerable advances both in vol- 
ume and value. 

Unmanufactured cotton represented 56 
per cent of the agricultural export value, 
unmanufactured tobacco 13 per cent, fruits 
10 per cent, meats and animal fats 8 per 
cent, and grain and grain products 5 per 
cent. 

Foreign countries purchased less Ameri- 
can cotton in 1933-34 than during the two 
preceding years, but, zided by better prices, 
the total value was higher than in any 
year since 1929-30. Total exports of lint 
cotton amounted to 8,366,000 bales valued 
at $438,018,000, compared with 8,647,000 
bales valued at $321,960,000 during the 
preceding year, a decrease of 4 per cent in 
volume, but an increase of 36 per cent in 
value, 

The export value rose from an average 
of 7.2 cents a pound durng 1932-33 to an 
average of 10.1 cents during 1933-34, as 
shown by compilations by the United States 
Division of Foreign Crops and Markets. 


U. S. MATCH PLANTS SUPPLY 
97 PCT. OF DOMESTIC DEMAND 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Despite a heavy 
influx of foreign matches, the Commerce 
Department reports that domestic manu- 
facturers now are supplying 97 per cent of 
American demands. Five years ago hume 
manufacturers were supplying only 83 per 
cent. 

Production of al! classes of matches 
reached the value of $22,669,000 in 1933, 
the last census year, with 16 plants operat- 
ing. Imports during that year totaled 
$704,000, or about 3 per cent of the esti- 
mated domestic demand. In 1929, with 
\21 plants operating, production totaled $20.,- 
| 351,000, and imports were valued at §$3,- 
425,000, the latter making up almost 15 
per cent of the domestic demand. 

Imports, however, have risen somewhat 
since the beginning of 1934, reaching a 
value of $417,350 during the first eight 
months, as compared with $379,600 during 
the comparable period of last year. Im-
